Sinee the fact that Mayor Moon. 
ey is resigning has become known

The question of imperialism : as 
far as Canada is concerned, refers 
to the detailed relations . between 
this country and the Mother Coun. 
try. Mr, Ewart raises the point 
of the .propriety of Earl. Grey, 
when governor general, taking any 
part in any imperialist movement 
or discussion or. ‘organization. 
This, of course, is quite irrespec- 
tive of the valae of views that he 
has expressed, which need’ not: be 
under consideration or discussion. 

froma purely constitutional 
question, it seems that the ques- 
tion raised ‘by Mr. Bwart is well 
taken. Canadian governors gen- 
eral have always taken greater lib. 
erties in theit gpeeches than Roy- 


alty, whom they represented, Earl’ 


Grey has gone further in: this di- 
rection than most.of his illustrious 
predecessors, A speech delivered 
& few months ago in Calgary rais- 
ed some comment in the British 
House of Commons. It is prob- 
able that Earl Grey. does go™ be- 
youd the limit of strict propriety 
in his enthusiasm in favoring a 
certain form of development of 
the empire and the Dominion. It 
is not a party question pow, it is 
likely to be a party question some 
time. It is a political question 
always. Mr. Ewart’s position is 
quite logical.
